As per claims 1-6 and 18-24: in light of the specification, the claims are directed to the 
general area of wireless communication between 'a telephone data connection' initiator 
(call center) and a call receiver (a telematics unit) (see fig. 1 , and accompanying 
description in the specification), which is well know in the art. The prior art of record 
does not teach of fairly suggest "modifying a carrier signal by intermittently adding a 
period of quiescence", as recited in claim 1) or "generating a carrier signal comprising 
interrupted segments (quiescent intervals) of the carrier signal tone", as recited in claim 
18.
